Zueulenburg, Bur jn Von Bieberstein and 
Prince Hoheniohe,as'Ltbe outcome of toasts 
to the Czar and Emperor at Breslau, wns 
resumed this morning the public prosecu- 
tor announced that he had instituted pro- 
ceedings against Von Luetzow on the 
charges of iorgery and fraud.

Maine: "In four-fifths of the towns and 
cities the law is well enforced and has 
practically abolished the sale of a'cholic 
drinks as a beverage. Even with the im- 
perfect enforcement of the law at certain 
points, it can be truly said that the law 
ha& been of great value in reducing the 
liquor traffic in the state." 


Neal Dow says: -'Every distillery and 


brewery in the state has been closed and 
the liquor traffic has been reduced at 
least nineteen-twentieths, making an an- 
nual saving directly and indirectly of at 
least $21,000,000 to the people. 


The prison reports of Rluine show one 


prisoner to each 1591 of 
population; 


Massachusetts, one to each 437 of popula- 
tion. Under prohibition Iowa has one 
prisoner to each. 2,003 of population. 


The attorney-general of Kansas says: 


"Weareaafein saying that thei. is not 
orer ten per cent of the alcholio drink 
sold in the state that there was in 1SSO.

were closed in March, 1887, and the com- 
mitments to the peuitentary decreased 
from thirty-six in 18S6 to ten in 18S8.

The evidence ia absolute thas license, 
high or low, does not decrease the evils of 
the liquor traffic one particle in any re- 
spect; while in every instance where 
prohibition or co-license uas had a fair 
trial crime and pauperism have largely j 
decreased, and the condition of the work- 
ing people has greatly improved." 


Father Scully of Cambridge says that 


during the ten years of no-license the 
condition of his penple has vastly im- 
proved. Ufder license they spent their 
money in the saloons, while under no- 
license they build homes and put their [ 
money in the savings banks. 
\ 


The principal patrons of the saloons are I 


young men. Into one of the saloons in 
Cincinnati passed 262 men in one hour on 
a certain morning, 236 of whom were 
young men. In New Albany, Ind., in 
one and one-half hours on a certain eve- 
ning 1109 persona entered nineteen of the 
seventy-nine saloons ia that city, 983 of 
whom were young men. 
In Providence, 


B. I., it has been found that 5000 young 
men visit the 100 saloons every Saturday 
night. 
Taking the country, seventeen 


out of every twenty patrons of the saloons 
are young men. 
There are more than 


226,000 saloons in this county. 
These 


saloons are annually degrading 4,000.000 
of young men.
